then a magnificent elm or a Bi 
oak, unless it be their little playmates so 
easily admired in the shapes taken by 
the birches and beeches, larches, pop- 
lars and evergreens in their relationship 
to the more magnificent specimens. 
But the old friends ‘fell one after an- 
other, or stand today as battle-scarred 
veterans, misshapen,. in some cases 
entirely denuded, no longer embellish- 
ments, but all too often. dist Cinigureepemta 
upon the landscape. 

Nothing can replace for this genere- 
tion the trees that have been entirely 
destroyed. Some of them represented 
hundreds of years of growth; most of 
them represented the thoughtful inter- 
est of some one who loved a tree and 
wanted it to grow and give exactly what 
many of them have given for many years. 
Those that can be restored in part by 
judicious care and a continuation of the 
same love and interest, must be looked 
after immediately. Where a space is 
made by compléte removal, it should 
be filled by the best possible specimen 
that can be obtained, and next spring 
should see a tree-planting program the 
like of which this generation has never 
seen. 

4 This will be a good time for all of us to 
realize the. ,wonderful faith of ‘the 
planters and their interest in those that } win 
were to come after; which these trees 
have evidenced in the last hundred 
years of their lives. They were no 
bigger than the smallest sapling many 
of us will be obliged to plant to replace 


them in the coming planting season, but ' 


away back there, one to two hundred 
years ago, somebody planted the sapling 
that has now been destroyed, because he 
loved to create, even though he had a full 
realization that he would never live to 
enjoy the benefit of the beginning that he 
was.making. What a fine spirit is this 
to animate the people of Massachusetts 
and this devastatedsectionof New Eng- 
land in the next year or two. 

It will take a lot of sacrifice in money 
and time to do the necessary surgery 
that will hold for some time longer many 
of the trees that have been so seriously 
injured. It will take even more sacri- 
fice of time and money to plant and re- 
place with the right kind of interest and 
thought that will give to the future gen- 
erations what our antecedents /pro- 
vided for us in their work of a century or 
two ago. It is not going to be merely a 
perfunctory job to observe Arbor Day 
next April; it is going to be a real duty, a 
big duty, a call to discharge a responsi- 
bility, not only to restore what has been 
taken away, but to provide for the 
future what somebody provided for us 
in years gone by. 

Let us hope that Andover’s joy in 
nature has only been dulled. Perhaps 
there may be a new love for all the things 
that are beautiful, growing out of the 
reminder that has been given to us of a 
power that can destroy so easily what 
centuries have developed. In this case 
the reminder should lead to a more uni- 
versal love for nature; which sometimes 
many of us have thought was getting 
into a careless attitude toward trees and 
flowers and shrubs and birds and all the 
other wonderful things that make a 
beautiful country.
